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The Dewerstone. This huge granite crag stands over 
the angle made by the rivers Meavy and Plym, and, 
though much injured by quarrying operations is a 
“ wisht ” place still, haunted by pixies and knockers 
and Gabriel-hounds. The hill beyond it is Sheep’s 
Tor. 
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
